SUGAR AND TEA 


If you do not buy your sugar at the 
same shop as you buy your tea, it will 
be necessary for you to fill up a form 
(8.5), but the Government hopes that 
the public will, so far as is possible, get 
their sugar where they purchase their 
tea. If, however, you wish to register 
at another shop, you can get the neces- 
sary form from the following Post 
Offices—Dublin—G.P.O., College Green, 
Duke Street, James’s Street, Phibs- 
borough, North Wall, Rathmines, Balls- 
bridge, Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock; 
Waterford, Limerick, Galway; Cork— 
G.P.O. and McCurtain Street. Forms 
also can be obtained direct from the 
Department of Supplies, Ballsbridge, 
Dublin. 


JAM MANUFACTURE 


Industrial users of sugar—jam manu- 
facturers and confectioners—also will 
have their supplies curtailed under the 
Sugar Rationing Order. A Department 
of Supplies official told the /rish Times 
reporter last night that the cases of 
these industrial users will have to be 
considered individually. Their supplies 
would have to be reduced, but they 
would be permitted reasonable quantt- 
ties in order to permit them to carry cn 
their business. He did not think that 
there would be any serious “ cuts.” 
Hotels, restaurants and institutions will 
have their supplies reduced. 
People who wish to make their own 
jam will find things a little more difh- 
cult. Sugar will be available for them, 
but the methods of obtaining it appear 
to be somewhat complicated. The 
Department of Supplies official said that 
the housewives ake wished to make 
jam would have to make application to 
the Irish Sugar Company for special 
allowances. 
There is one concession in the Order. 
A housewife may purchase two weeks’ 
rations at one time, but, of course, she 
gets no moe sugar for a fortnight.

There appears to be one serious Joop- 
hole in the scheme. If a person goes 
to his tea merchant and. says, '' Please 


anything to prevent any person, who 
is sufficiently unscrupulous to do it, 
going along to a merchant from whom 
he purchases his other groceries and 
filling up Form S.5, and thus assuring 
himself of a further sugar ration. 
There are, of course, penalties. for this 
kind of thing, but since Sugar is 
rationed on Form 8.5 and-tea on T.1 
the prospects of being caught (at any 
rate, for a long time) seem to be small 
in view of the large staff of Civil Ser- 
vants who would be required to check 
all the ration cards. 

Mr. G. Dermot Findlater, of Messrs. 
Alex. Findlater and Co., Ltd., agreed 
that this appeared to be a loophole, 
and that merchants would need to be 
very careful if the Order was not to be 
circumvented. 

Mr. Findlater considered the ration 
of llb. per person per week a very 
generous allowance, and said that the 
average person does not buy more than 
this quantity. He added, however, 
that the delays in getting official 
authorisation for extra supplies of 
sugar for making jam at home were 
causing a great deal of inconvenience, 
and in many cases people had had 
their fruit go bad while waiting for the 
sugar with which to make it into 
jain.

Thailand would be a matter of im- 
mediate concern to this country, and 
more particularly as threatening éhe 
security of Singapore. I hope these 
words may yet be heedéd. 

“Every fresh forward move on the part 
of Japan naturally has the result of bring- 
ing China and ourselves and 
closer together. It results in more inti- 
mate consultations. That friendship and 
collaboration will continue and, I pray, 
grow.’ 

Re-emphasising that Britain had no 
territorial aims anywhere, Mr. Eden 
said: ‘* As soon as our hostilities with 
Germany and Italy are over we shall 
do-our utmost to assist the lands in the 
Middle East to enjoy a free and inde- 
pendent life. Meanwhile, forces of men 
and material are pouring out to 
strengthen our forces in the Middle 
East for their next forward blow. '

| NORTH STRAND 


BOMBING 


HOW SUFFERERS HAVE 
BEEN HELPED 
CHEQUES from the Red 


Cross Society were received 
yesterday by a number of people 
whose homes were destroyed in 
the North Strand bombing and 
who at present are living in 
Corporation houses in Cabra. 

It is also learned that cheques 
to cover losses of furniture and 
household utensils will be issued 
to-day by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion. 

For six weeks after the North Strand 
bombing the Red Cross supplied 400 
people with sleeping accommodation, 
three meals a day, and clothing — a 
task which must have cost thousands 
of pounds—an /rish Times reporter 
learned in an interview with Mr. Mar- 
tin MacNamara, Secretary of the Irish 
Red Cross Society, yesterday. 

Mr. MacNamara was commenting 
upon the attitude of a Protective Com- 
mittee which has been set up in the 
Cabra district—where most of those 
rendered homeless by the bombing are 
staying—for the purpose of protecting 
the interests of these: people, and of 
ensuring that the £15,000, which, it 
claims was collected specially for the 
benefit of the North Strand victims, 
shall be used to the dest advantage.

BATTLE OF ATLANTIC 


In the battle of the Atlantic, Flower 
class corvettes had been giving invalu- 
able service as escorts to their convoys. 
Convoys of vital supplies continue to 
arrive and imports were maintained at 
a satisfactory figure “ From July 11 
to July 29 the enemy was unable to 
broadcast a single claim for a success- 
ful attack by a U-boat. In the last 
few days of the month U-boats made 
contact with one of our sonth-bound 
Atlantic convoys and the Nazis claimed 
to have sunk 116,000 tons of shipping 
in addition to a corvet‘e and a de- 
strover. Next day the tonnage was in- 
creased to 140,000 Only corvettes 
actually escorted the convoy, and the 


enemy s claim represented an exag- 
geration of at least 350 per cent., and 
probably 700 per cent. 

“Altogether, apart from attacks of 


the small units and of the naval craft, 
92 ships, of a tonnage of 459,000 tons, 
were sunk, damaged or put out of action 
by our Air Force last month.”

BEAUFORT ATTACKS

“A Beaufort aircraft of the British 
Coastal Command dived over Nantes, 
in Brittany, on Tuesday night, and in 
brilliant moonlight scored direct hits 
with heavy bombs on a large supply 
ship lying beside one of the wharves, - 
states the Air Ministry News Service.

COUNCIL 


MEMBER’S VIEW OF 
QUALIFICATIONS 


W's iM Mr. P. J. Fogarty, 

D., a member of Dublin 
Poi hu, Council and County 
Dublin Board of Health, was 
told by Mr. Patrick McGilligan, 
T.D., at the inquiry in the 
Dublin County Council offices 
yesterday, that he had described 
the County Council in the Dail 
as a haunt of bribery and cor- 
ruption, and asked him to give 
him an example of the bribery, 
he said that he would not do so. 

Mr. Fogarty gave the names of 
people who, he stated, had been given 
posts under the County Council, not 
because of what they knew, but be- 
cause of whom they knew; but did not 
suggest that there had been any cor- 
ruption in any of the appointments. 

The inquiry, which was held by Mr. 
James MacLysaght, Inspector for the 
Department of Local Government and 
Public Health into the conduct of the 
affairs of the Board of Health, was 
concluded. 

Mr. McGilligan, who (instructed by 
Mr. C. Gore Grimes) appeared for the 
County Dublin Ratepayers, continued 
his cross-examination of Mr. Fogarty, 
who said that he would not be sorry 
to see the County Council abolished. 


NO EXAMPLES OF 
BRIBERY 


Mr. MeGilligan—You want to see 
abolished the group with whom you sat 
for eleven years ?—Yes. 

Having been asked by Mr. McGilli- 
gan to give him an example of the 
bribery that he alleged, Mr. Fogarty 
replied that he would not do so. 

Mr. McGilligan—I dare you to give 
one. 

Mr. Fogarty—That may be your 
opinion. 1 am not giving any. 

Oualifications never counted for posi- 
tions in the (County Council, said Mr, 
Fogarty. It was whom you knew, 
and not what vou knew. 

Mr. Fogarty agreed that a Coun- 
cillor's son, if equally qualified with 
his competitors, should not be deprived 
of an appointment, ‘‘ but,” he added, 
“it looks bad. 

He had proposed the motion to carry 
out, the Newlands sewerage extension, 
out of courtesy to Mr. Ennis (a mem- 
ber oí the County Council), who was 
absent. 

In November, 1939, he had put down 
two resolutions dealing with appoint- 
ments: one was that when positions 
became vacant officers of the Council 
should not canvass members, and the 
other that no temporary position 
should be filled without the express 
wish of the Council. He had moved 
the resolution at the Board of Assist- 
ance, but not. at the Board of Health 
and the County Council, because he 
got no support from anyone, 


MR. BELTON’S 
APPOINTMENT 


Mr. Fogarty, during his 
examination, mentioned Mr. .Belton’s 
son, whereupon Mr. Belton exclaimed: 
“My son was born in County Dublin, 
and not in a Peelers’ barracks, any- 
way. 

‘‘Many a good Jrishman, 
Mr. Fogarty, 
barracks.”’ 

The Inspector said that he would 
have to stop the inquiry if Mr. Belton 
kept interrupting. 

Mr. Belton—I am sorrv. 

In regard to the position concerning 
the arrears of rates, Mr. Fogarty said 
that he was nots responsible; he was 
not a member of the party that was 
in control in the Council. 

Dr. J. A. Harbison, County Medical 
Officer of Health, said that all the ser- 
vices in his department were highly 
satisfactory, and he always had got

par Dr. Belton a very = efficient 
officer. 

Mr. J. T. Ennis, chairman of the 
Board of Health, said that there never 
had been any complaint about the way 
in which the Board had carried out 
its duties. 

Senator J. Tunney, who gave evi- 
dence,:and who said that he had been 
a member of the County Council for 
ten years, stated that he was in favour 
of the abolition of the Board of 
Health, and that on four occasiong he 
had asked the Department to hold an 
inquiry into certain actions and con- 
duct of the Board. 

The County Council never had been 
allowed to discuss any action of the 
Board of Health. He felt that the 
Board, while carrying out a great deal 
of work, had been wasteful. 

Senator Tunney alleged — that 
favouritsm had been shown to areas 
that had not a member of the Board 
and in the bringing of light to people’s 
houses. Sufficient consideration had 
not, he said, been given to the selec- 
tion of cottage sites and to the selec- 
tion of tenants. 


BLAME ON THE L.G.D. 


Complaining of the way in which a 
sewerage system for Finglas had been 
dealt with, he said that he blamed the 
Local Government Department as much 
as the Board for the position. 

Answering Mr. Costello, K.C., who 
(instructed by Mr. T. Early, Law 
Agent) appeared for the Boarg of 
Health, he denied that since 1 he 
had been trying to become a member 
of the Board. He had, he said, an 
open mind on the question whether the 
County Council should be abolished or 
not. 

In reply to Mr. Charles Casey, who 
(instructed by Messrs. McKeever and 
Sons) appeared for the Clonsilla Rate- 
payers’ Association, he said that on one 
occasion the Board purchased a site 
for labourers’ cottages, and afterwards 
found that it was ‘‘land-lockéd,”’ and 
had to buy another field to get into it. 
There were 36 labourers’ cottages at 
Santry without any light at: all, 
although light had been laid on to 
several big houses near-by. 

Me asa. Cua member of the 
Board, said that every consideration 
was given to the Board’s expenditure. 
He denied the favouritism that had 
been alleged by Senator Tunney. 

Replying to ‘Mr. Casey, he said that 


he would like to see the T.D.s 
abolished from the Board and the 
County Council. There was a con- 


stant battle for position between Mr. 
Fogarty, T.D., and Mr. Belton, T.D., 

but the work of the Board had not 
suffered as a consequence. He denied 
that the Board had bought a “ land- 
locked’’ site, as stated by Senator 
Tunney. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., a member of 
the County Council and the Board of 
Health, was examined by Mr. Michael 
J. Ryan, K.C., who (instructed by 
Messrs. W. J. Shannon and Co.) ap- 
peared for him, and said that in re- 
gard to the extension of public light- 
ing he did not think that the Board, 
as a whole, had considered the purse 
that was going to pay for it, other- 
wise they would not have so much un- 
necessary lighting at present. 


‘AN OUTRAGE ”’ 


He described the 800 vards sewerage 
extension at Newlands as an outrage; 
but said that no favouritism had been 
shown to Mr. Dowling. 

In reply to Mr. Costello, he said that 
he knew that the Department of Local 
Government had given a grant of £500 
towards that extension, sanctioned the 
proposal for the work, and the raising 
of a loan of £1,800 for carrving it out. 

Observing that Mr. Belton had 
stated at the County Council inquiry 
that he was satisfied that it was in 
the best interests of the County Coun. 
cil that a man should be put in to 
clean it up, Mr. Ryan asked him was 
he of the same opinion in regard to 
the Board of Health. 

‘I am very reluctantly forced to 
the same conclusion,’’ said Mr. Belton. 

In regard to Senator Tunney’s state- 
ment about cottages at arent 
without any light, he said that the 
houses ta which light had been laid on 
were two miles away from them. 

On the conclusion of the iaquiey, 
Mr. Costello and others thanked the 
inspector for the manner in which ne

DETECTIVE AWAITING TRIAL 


BAIL ALLOWED IN 
HIGH COURT 


In the High Court vesterday Mr. Jus- 
tice Hanna sat specially to hear a 
bail motion in the case of the Attorney- 
General v. Thomas Doyle, the detective- 
officer who was refused bail when re- 
turned for trial by District Justice 
McCann on charges of conspiracy and 
robbery from business premises, includ- 


ing Messrs. Hafner, South Great 
George s street, Dublin. 

Mr. Ernest Wood (instructed by 
Captain Peadar Cowan) made the 


application for bail on the affidavit of 
Captain Cowan. 

he appeal was opposed by Mr. G. 
D. Murnaghan (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor). 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that on she 
depositions there was a prima facie 
case against Doyle of having committed 
serious offences, but he must assume 
that Doyle was innocent until proved 
guilty. If he were found guilty a 
severe sentence could and would be 
imposed, but his trial could not take 
place until -November next, and if he 
were found not guilty it would be a 
serious matter to have kept him in 
custody for four months awaiting trial. 
He had ties binding him—he was mart- 
ried, with a wife and young family— 
and he (Mr. Justice Hanna) was satis- 
fied that he would stand his trial. 

Mr. Murnaghan said tha. there was 
always the danger that Doyle would 
leave this part of the country and get 
into Northern Ireland, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that it was 
very difficult for anyone to get out of 
the country at the moment, and it 


would be exceptionally difficult for 
Doyle. who was well known to -ll 
Guards. 


Mr. Justice Hanna granted the appli- 
cation, and fixed batl—Doyle himseif 
in £200 and two solvent sureties of 
£250 each.

I.R.A. SERVICE 
MEDAL 
DISTRIBUTION TO 
BEGIN SOON 
The Medal for {.R.A. Active Service, 


the proposed issue of which was 
announced at the time of the conferring 
of the 1916 medals, has now been 
struck, and preparations for its distri- 
bution are well advanced. 

The design for the medal is by Mr. 
R. J. King, whose work is already well- 
known to stamp collectors; for it was 


he who og 7 ned the G.A.A. Com- 
memorative Stamp, the Holy Year 
Stamp and the new Constitution 
Stamp. 


The main feature of the design for 
this medal is a typical “ fighter for 
freedom ’’ of the period, flanked by the 
arms of the four provinces. At the base 


is the phrase—splendidly simple in its 
eloquence — ' Cogadh na Saoirse ' 
(“the Fight for Freedom.) The 
medal hangs from a bar of Celtic 
design, and is supported by a poplin 
ribbon of black ae tan shade 

As in the case of the 1916 medals, 
persons who have been awarded Mili- 
tary Service Pension Certificates need 
not make special application for this 
meda!, as one will be posted to each 
certificate-hoider. 

Those who have applied for such certi- 
ficates, put in whose cases decisions 
have not yet b en conveyed to them, 
need not make plication for the 
medal, pending Gaiden on their 
claims. 

Individuals who have not applied for 
certificates under the 1924 and 1934 
Service Pensions Acts, but who, never- 
theless, consider themselves eligible to 
apply for the medal by reason of active 
service rendered, should make applica- 
tion to the Secretary, Department of 
Defence, submitting complete documen- 
tary evidence of service in support of 
their applications.

tion remaining on the completion of the work of these two bodies in 
connection with the bombing incident. Applications for such refund 
should be made through the channel by which the subscription was 
forwarded. As the fund will he divided on the 21st day of August, 1941, 
any requests for a refund should be made before that date. 


We take this opportunity to express our grateful appreciation cf the 
exceedingly generous way in which the public responded to our appeal.

1,000 WARPLANES FROM 
CANADA 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

New orders for more than a thou- 
sand warplanes are about to be placed 
with Canadian factories, Mr. C. D. 
Howe, Minister of Munitions and Sup- 
ply, announced to-day. The Canadian 
Car and Foundry Company will manu- 
facture 400 Hurricanes at Fort Wil- 
iam, Ontario, after which they will 
concentrate on single-engined Harvard 
fighters at the rate of eighty a month 
indefinitely. Five hundred Harvards 
are being ordered from the Noorduyn 
Aviation Co. of Montreal. 


The total cost is understood to be 


over 25,000,000 dollars. The, U.S

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An Offer to India 


The British Government's latest attempt 
to placate Indian Nationalist opinion has 
not attained any great measure of success. 
As a letter to the Manchester Guardian 
points out, it has had a worse “ press” 
than it deserves. For those readers who 
are unfamiliar with the background of the 
Indian situation, it is sufficient to recall 
the following facts -—At the beginning of 
the present war the Indian Provinces were 
administered, under the Government of 
India Act, by elected Legislatures, most of 
which were in sympathy with the Congress, 
or Nationalist, Party. The Dependency 
had been promised, under the same Act, 
a Central Legislature and Ministry, on 
which all shades of Indian opinion would 
receive ample representation. It was not 
a system of ‘‘ home rule,” in any real 
sense of the word, because the most im- 
portant portfolios—those of Defence, 
Financa and External Affairs—were 
reserved to the Viceroy; but the Nation- 
alists were willing to accept it for the time 
being. Then came the war, and His 
Majesty's Government—foolishly, as it 
probably realises by now—postponed the 
plan for aCentral Administration. Trouble 
started at once. The Congress Party asked 
Britain outright what plans she had in 
mind for India. It requested that the plan 
should be brought back into operation at 
the earliest possible moment, and that the 
British should give India an assurance of 
Dominion status at the close of the war. 
Mr, Chamberlain’s Government, as it was 
then, strove to temporise; it evaded a 
direct answer, and the Congress Ministries 
resigned in disgust. Numerous attempts 
have been made since then to reconcile 
Indian opinion with Britain's conception 
of what is necessary, but the net effect is 
that the Hindus, and a great many of the 
Moslems, remain sullen and refuse to 
“pull their weight.” Many months ago 
tempers rose so high that India was on the 
point of a nation-wide-campaign of ‘‘ civil 
disobedience, ' and the Government, again 
acting with undue precipitation, put some 
hundreds of Nationalist leaders into prison. 
Relations have been even worse since 
then. 

Recently Mr. Amery, the Secretary of 
State for India, made a new offer. He 
announced the 
Viceroy’s Executive Council, the chief 
organ of government, so as to include a 
two-thirds’ majority of Indian members. 
Admittedly, the Indian nominees were not 
adherents of the Congress Party, but they 
were ‘‘representative ” in the trhe sense 
of the word, and no objection is taken to 
them personally by Congress. The offer 
has been badly received; and the corre- 
spondent in the Manchester (Guardian 
suggests that the reason may be that Mr. 
Amery’s speech was not read in con- 
junction with it. Mr. Amery treated the 
offer frankly as an interim step, and 
declared himself pledged to the attainment 
for India of ‘‘frge and equal partnership 
in the British Commonwealth of Nations” 
—which is as much as, if not more than, 
nine out of ten of the Indian leaders 
demand. The Indians do not stem to 
have studied these words; certainly, they 
have made no comment on them, Yet 
surely the speech renders possible a com- 
promise between what the Congress Party 
desires and what the British Government 
is prepared to concede. Britain admits 
that Dominion status is her goal for India; 
the Congress Party merely asks one 
question: ‘‘When?” Can that question 
not receive a positive answer—and can the 


enlargement of the 


answer not be accompanied by an amnesty 
for political prisoners? The result 
probably would be a considerable access of 
Indian good-will to Great Britain—taking 
the form of a far heavier list of recruits. 
It isnosecret that India’s ‘‘ war effort’’ has 
been poor. Indian regiments, to be sure, 
have done magnificent work in the Near 
East, but, from Britain’s point of view, 
there are not nearly enough of them, and 
the need of a stronger “ war effort’’ is 
particularly urgent just now, when the 
shadow of Japan is creeping towards 
Burma and the Bay of Bengal.

Despite the shortages that #lreatly have 
occurred and the many others that are 
likely to occur in the coming winter, 
citizens of this country have been living 
up to the present in a veritable lap. of 
luxury as compared with the majority of 
European peoples. It would be idle to 
pretend that there is nohunger in Ireland, 
but what hunger exists is due to financial 
and economic reasons, and not to famine. 
It is possible even for families with 
moderate incomes to obtain more than a 
sufficiency of food, while those with more 
than moderate incomes may feed like 
fighting-cocks if they so desire. Eating 
and drinking are functions that are taken 
very much for granted so long as no 
shortage of either food or beverages exists, 
and in the past little thought was given 
to the fact that the poorest, as well as 
the richest, of Irishmen and women enjoyed 
a diet of considerable variety, except when 
they lacked sufficient enterprise to cook 
different things in different ways. To-day 
the positions of the majority are only a 
little less bright. than formerly. It is true 
that everything costs more than it used to 
cost—more than it ought to cost, in the 
views of many people—and it also is true 
that white bread has become rare, and 
that the good strong cup of tea is a thing 
of the past, while this morning brings the 
news that sugar is included in the list of 
rationed commodities. Yet potatoes, 
vegetables and meat all should be 
abundant, and in most homes they are. 
There is plenty of porridge and butter. 
For some mysterious reason there is 
a scarcity of fish, although the seas 
around our coast and the rivers that 
flow through our country are said to 
be teeming with fish. Still, there is an 
elegant sufficiency of most things, and the 


meals that are commonplace in humble 


Irish homes would be regarded as banquets 
in many other parte of the world to-day. 
We shave much for which we should be 
thankful. These thoughts are prompted 
by the observations that are made from

For the Young 


An interesting exhibition, containing a 
selec ion of articles most likely to interest 
children, has just been opened in the 
Victoria and Albert Museum in London. 
Among the many and varied articles on 
show are specimens of dolls’ furniture of 
the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, 
several dolls’ houses, an early Victorian 
boy’s suit, model stables and cafriages 
of about 1875, a ‘‘ juvenile theatre ” with 
cardboard actors, a few children’s books 
of the Victorian era, and so on. For 
more mechanically-minded children there 
is a large selection of model ships, trains 
and aeroplanes, and even a model of a 
modetn barrage balloon, which surely 
ought to interest all young Londoners. In 
addition, there is a series of coloured 
drawings illustrating English home life in 
the years 1828-1830, executed by four little 
girls of the Drummond family, whose ages 
varied from ten to sixteen years. On the 
whole, the exhibition seems to be most 
interesting, and it serves to show the 
contrast between the old type of children’s 
toys and those of the present day. At the 
present time, unfortunately, children’s 
toys have followed the prevalent fashion, 
and have evolved along warlike lines. 
Warlike toys were, of course, always 
popular with the young, but in the last 
year or two children’s tastes seem to have 
become even more bloodthirsty. At any 
rate, most modern toys are of a distinctly 
warlike nature—every bit as perfect in 
their own way as their large-scale proto- 
types. Toy soldiers, no longer the unreal 
wooden affairs of former days, but the 
modern life-like specimens in lead, have 
become more popular than ever, and are 
available in all the standard uniforms, 
complete with the latest equipment. Not 
only are the soldiers themselves purchas- 
able, but it is also possible to obtain lead 
replicas of army lorries, tanks, anti-air- 
craft guns, sand-bags, and even barrage 
balloons. The ever-popular make-believe 
games have been facilitated by the pro- 
duction of miniature ‘‘ battle bowlers ’’ and 
army uniforms, and “the war ” is among 
the most popular of modern “ pretending - 
games. Model guns have become highly 
popular, too, in modern times; and, as 
well as  air-guns—which have now 
developed into fairly efficient weapons of 
war, capable of causing quite a large 
amount of damage—one can obtain model 
artillery guns which not only look ‘ike 
the rea! thing, but also fire model shells 
made of wood. Certainly children’s ideas 
of what constitutes a “toy” have changed 
since the Victorian era.

of the motion picture business is not so 


far-fetched as it might seem on first sight ; 


both have their subjects, and both live 


their lives more or less in the public’s eye. 
The extravagant courts and the riotous 
life lived by Louis XIV. is in many ways 
similar to that lived by the screen idol 
of to-day; in one case the expenses were 
paid by serfs who could hardly afford to 
keep themselves alive, and in the other 
case the expenses are paid by the number 
of ‘‘fans’’ all over the world, consisting 


largely of infatuated servant maids, who 


set aside a certain portion of their meagre 
salaries for this specific purpose. It is no 
exaggeration to say that acting for the 
films probably is the most over-paid 
occupation in the world. Mr. Leo C. 
Reston, of the Motion Picture Research 
Bureau, recently made an investigation of 
the salaries of film stars during the year 
1939. His study involved 300 members of 
the Screen Actors’ Guild, including only 
what are known in cinema parlance as 
“ stars” and ‘‘feature players.’’ The 
highest salary of this group, he discovered, 
amounted to £75,000 for the year, or 
something like £1,442 a week. About 6 
per cent. of the 300 actors earned over 
£500 a week, and 14.9 per cent. averaged 
between £250 and £500 a week. The rest 
of the group were not quite so well paid, 
but over 36 per cent. of them managed 
to earn between £125 and £250 a week. 
On the whole, the average works out at 
something like £5,700 for the year, or over 
£70 a week. No doubt, film-acting is hard 
work, and the happiness radiated by the 
“ stars” is quite incalculable in terms of 
money. Nevertheless, surely few screen 
actors deserve a salary of £200 a day— 
as much as most people get in a year— 
and a £10,000 marble sarcophagus thrown 
in.

Post-war Building 


What reconstruction after the war will 
mean in Britain is indicated by the state- 
ment that three million new houses will 
be required. The raids, and an increase 
in the population, are among the factors 
contributing to a shortage that must be 
made good. In addition, the reconstruc- 
tion of factories, churches, public build- 
ings, and other places will call for a 
great amount of labour and materials, and 
it is possible that there will be work for 
many thousends of men, in addition to 
the million usually engaged in the in- 
dustry. There will be little speculative 
building, however, the Government 
having taken powers to prevent anything 
of the kind, and it is possible that build- 
ing which is not considered absolutely 
recessary will have to be postponed until 
the housing needs have been satisfied. 


The Queen’s Broadcast 


The broadcast to be made by the Queen 
to the women of America on Sunday even- 
ing will be a world breadcast. The latest 
broadcast was made by the Queen on 
June 14 of last year, when, speaking in 
French. she sent a message to the women 
of France. With her pleasant speaking 
voice. the Queen makes a splendid broad- 
caster, and it is safe to say that her 
speech will be listened to throughout the 
English-speaking world. 


Defence Regulation 78

The Late Major G. P. Wymer 


Major George Petre Wymer, D.C.M., 
whose death is announced to-day, was 
largely responsible for breaking up the 
gangs which infested British racecourses 
after the last war. He was formerly in 
the military police, and was A.P.M. at 
Dublin Castle in 1921. At the conclusion 
of his military career he was appointed 
chief of the private police force main- 
tained by the Jockey Club, which co- 
operates with Scotland Yard, in preserving 
order at race meetings in this country. 
Under his direction were a staff of ex- 
policemen, who attended the race meet- 
ings, and an office organisation which kept 
a careful record of defaulting bookmakers 
and of backers who had not paid their 
losses. Details of defaulters were sent to 
all racing centres, and it was mainly 
through the work of Major Wymer's 
organisation that the racecourses were 
cleared of undesirable characters. 


Fire-watching of Crops 


Good progress is being made with the 
scheme for the fire-watching of crops, and 
notices advising farmers to be prepared 
are being posted throughout the country. 
In this connection it is pointed out that 
the farmers should need but little warning 
of a possible danger. since they were told 
some time ago of the necessity of being 
prepared. In view of the general condition 
of crops, speed is now advisable, and it is 
probable that the steps being taken will 
he really practical and useful in the event 
of attac!: by fire-bombs. 


Evacuated Children 


The London County Council is to see 
that those children who have been 
evacuated from the metropolis have proper 
clothing. and those needing garments are 
to be provided with new suits or dresses, 
paid for out of public funds. The clothes 
will be given on the recommendation of 
the school teacher in charge, and if it is 
possible the parents will be called upon 
to contribute to the cost. This provision 
of State clothing was considered recently 
by the Education Committee of the 
Council, the report of a committee on the 
matter stating that “the Government 
have come to realise that voluntary effort, 
generous and extensive though it be, is 
not enough.”’

Passing of Business Chiefs 


Plaving widely different, though equally 
prominent, parts in Dublin business life, 
both the Findlater and Fason concerns 
and families have to mourn the losses of 
their heads during the past week. 

In the passing of William Findlater 


‘and Charles Eason the city has lost two 


citizens of well-deserved renown. Thongh 
sharply contrasted in their outlooks and 
interests, they had many things in common 
As M.A.s of Trinity, they owed allegiance 
to the same Alma Mater—a rare distine- 
tion among Dublin’s business chiefs 
Descendants of men who chose to become 
“ more Irish than the Trish,” they played 
like parts in building up great and 
thriving commercial concerns, which— 
inherited from their respective fathers— 
now pass under the management of the 
next generation of their families. 

Modest and retiring, they hoth rejected 
pressing invitations to take part in 
political and other public activities; but, 
in their own peculiar ways and circles 
their moral and material support was 
forthcoming in generous measures for 
manv philanthropic and social reform 
movements. 


Family Traditions 


The coincidence of such deaths led me 
to reflect on the changes which recent 
vears have wrought in business traditions. 
In mid-Victorian days the descent of bia 
business undertakings to generations of the 
same family was a common phenomenon. 

To-day, with the coming of the fre- 
quently soulless, limited liability company, 
the family name may remain; but the 
voice no longer is the voice of Jacob. 

Now and again, no doubt. son is found 
to succeed father at the board table of our 
public companies, but even such successions 
are comparatively rare. 

One wonders if such changed habits are 
due to the onward march of “ democracy,”’ 
in which personal merit alone is said to 
count! If that be the explanation, I 
venture to think tradition and merit aré 
happily to be found together in the Eason 
and Findlater successions. 


Sea Raid at Bray 


Although I had read that the damage to 
the sea wall and promenade at Bray would 
cost several thousands to repair, I did not 
expect to see such devastation as was 
evident during a recent holiday visit. 

The sea had hurled itself at the wall built 
up of immense lumps of stone. It had 
crashed through, breaking and dislodging 
great stone buttresses. A corded-off section 
of the promenade marked where this con- 
crete walk had given way before the

waves. As the sea rose on the wrong side 
of the barrier with each thrust of the 
waves it hissed with satisfaction over its 
victory.

N the Senate yesterday, on the Com- 
mittee stage of the Neutrality 
(War Damage to Property) Bill, 

1941, Sir JOHN KEANE moved an 
amendment to provide that compensa- 
tion be paid to owners of property 
damaged by action taken to combat or 
repel an enemy attack. He said that 
property could quite possibly be 
damaged or destroyed by falling shrap- 
nell, a. falling aeroplane belonging to 
this country, or an unexploded shell. 

Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS said that 
damage had already been done by air- 
craft, and there had been no official 
statement that these aircraft had been 
fired on by ground forces; but if they 
had been, and damage to roperty 
caused thereby, it was only fair that 
the owners of such property should be 
compensated. 

The MINISTER (Mr. S. T. O'Kelly) 
said that in areas where damage had 
been done in the past by their own 
forces the owners had received ez gratia 
payments ovt of the Army -Vote, and 
he had never heard of any complaint 
as to the amount of the payment. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


COMPENSATION PAID 
Mr. SEAN O'DONOVAN said that 


it was unfair that the whole onus of 
reconstruction in case of damage other 
than to private property should be 
placed on the Jocal authorities. 

The MINISTER (Mr. S. T. O'Kelly) 
had been done 
already and compensation had been 
paid by foreign authorities. This sec- 
tion was inserted to prevent it being 
paid a second time. 

Mr. DOUGLAS suggested that the 
Minister shoulc bring in a provision to 
relieve firms, who lost ir eqn from 
paying ground rent until the premises 
were rebuilt. 

The MINISTER said that the ques- 
tion of consequential damage should 
be dealt with by a special bill. Re 
garding the suggestion by Mr. E. 
Lynch that all claims should be paid 
within six months, he said that it was 
unreasonable to demand that all appli- 
cations should be examined and de- 
cided on in that time. In the Dublin 
North Strand area there would be at 
least 2,000 claim.. 

The amendment was withdrawn on 
the Minister undertaking to look into 
the matter. 


LOST MONEY 


The MINISTER said that compensa- 
tion would be paid for loss of bank 
notes so long as sufficient evidence of 
the presence of the bank note could be 
presented. The same would apply to 
stamps. 

Professor HAYES said that it was 
not fair to rule out all claims for cum- 
pensation for watches and jewellery. 

Mr. O'DONOVAN suggested that the 
poorer people should be allowed clains 
for any coms lost. 

The MINISTER said that he was 
quite prepared to reconsider the section, 
so long as there was a limit to the 
amount of compensation payable. 

Mr. E. LYNCH moved an amendment 
to secure that where the amount of com- 
pensation payable was less than 90 per 
cent. of the estimated cost of comply- 
ing with the reinstatement condition, 
the person to whom such compensation 
is payable shall be released from the 
reinstatement conditions at the option

of such person, who shall then be paid 
the amount of award, He said that 
although a house when destroyed might 
be valued for £350, it might not be 
possible to rebuild for that amount, 
because a poor person would not be 
able to meet the difference. 

The MINISTER (Mr. O'Kelly) said 
that compensation would be paid on the 
market value, which, in the case of the 
houses in the North Strand and Donore 
avenue, Dublin, would probably be 
much higher than the figure at which 
these houses were built pre-war. 


REBUILDING COST 


Mr. SEAN CAMPBELL said that 
one of the destroyed houses had been 
bought by a craftsman for £400. That 
man could only get £400 compensa- 
tion, though the replacement cost 
would be Would the man get 
nothing unless he rebuilt at a cost of

The MINISTER said the man would 
be paid £400 compensation in cash, 
There were places he could get accom- 
modation for the difference. between 
what he got and the replacement cost. 

The MINISTER said that he wanted 
to see the person get back the same 
type of house, business premises or 
factory. 

The amendment was withdrawn, the 
Minister stating that he would re 
examine the matter. 

Miss KENNEDY said that. full 
compensation should be given to cover 
expenses. 

The MINISTER replied that while 
they were prepared to compensate 
within reason; if they did so to the 
full there would be no limit to the 
sums involved. 

Professor MAGENNIS said that he 
was familiar with the insurance prin- 
ciple whereby compensation of 
damaged buildings always took into 
account the expenses incurred while 
the victims of such accidents had to 
seek other accommodation. The same 
principle should rule in this case, he 
suggested. 

The Minister (Mr. O’'KELLY) said 
that he was prepared to accept an 
amendment to provide that, in case of 
removal, compensation shall be paid 
to the amount “ that the Minister is 
satisfied hag been reasonably in- 
curred,”’ 

Miss Kennedy's amendment. was 
withdrawn on that understanding. 

Mr. E. LYNCH moved a new sec- 
tion to provide that where a. person 
has had to vacate a building he should 
not be liable for rates or rent from the 
date of such injury until, in case of 
demolition the premises have been re- 
built, or, were damaged, they have 
been rendered fit for habitation. 

The MINISTER said that it was tie 
practice in Dublin and elsewhere not 
to collect rates on unoccupied houses 
or sites. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

The Committee stage was passed, 
and the Report stage fixed for Wed- 
nesday next, 13th August. 

Leave was given to introduce the 
Pier and Harbour Provisional Order 
Confirmation .Bill, which is a measure 
to confirm the Waterford Harbour 
Order, 1941. 

The Senate adjourned until á p.m. 
to-day.

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ADRIFT FOR 


NINETEEN DAYS 
NURSES’ ORDEAL IN 
OPEN BOAT 


Two American Red Gross nurses, 
adrift for 19 days in an open Jifeboat 
after their ship was torpedoed in the 
Atlantic, tore up their pyjamas to bind 
the frost-hitten feet of sailors. 

Now recovered from exhanstion and 
starvation, and landed at a Northern 
Treland port, the nurses -— Miss 
Geraldine Jurewitz (27). of 218 
Augustus street, South, Anpoi, New 
York; and Miss Margaret Somerville 
(26), of 171 Broad street, Catskills, 
New York—yesterday told a Press 
Association reporter the story of their 
ordeal. 

Miss Jurewitz was in charge of a 
party of ten American nurses on their 
way to England in a cargo steamer. 

Five Norwegian and two British 
sailors were with them in the lifeboat. 
All that the party had to eat and 
drink were dry biscuits and two ounces 
of water daily. The two Englishmen 
died from exposure. In the last few 
days before being rescued the nurses 
could neither speak nor eat. 

They were able, however, to summon 
strength to make a desperate united 
shout to attract the attention of a 
destroyer, whicn appeared not to have 
noticed their flares and signals. While 
in hospital they were visited by Dr. 
(’. G. Adams, of New York, who was 
in the same hospital as Miss Jurewitz, 
and who is now assistant to the chief 
medical officer of some technicians now 
in Northern Ireland. 

Yesterday the girls went shopping to 
replenish the clothing they had lost 
at sea.

CORK HARBOUR 
FINANCES 


BANKERS’ PROPOSAL 


At Cork Harbour Board vesterday, 
a letter was read from the Provincial 
Bank of Ireland in reference to. the 
Board’s application for extended 
accommodation to the extent of £10,000. 
The bank's letter stated that the direc. 
tors were prepared to give favourable 
consideration to the matter, provided 
that the Harbour Board take steps to 
obtain from the Minister an Order re- 
vising their borrowing powers, and 
empowering them to make the invest- 
ments and cash credits connected with 
the reserve funds available as security. 

It was agreed to call a special meet- 
ing to deal with the matter, the chair- 
man, Mr. $. Fitzgerald, remarking 
that he thought the matter would be 
satisfactorily completed on the basis of 
the bank’s letter. 

Arising out of the minutes, Mr. J. 
Hickey, T.D., said that he regarded as 
scandalous the fee of 25 guineas 
charged for counsel's advise as to the 
Board's borrowing powers. He thought 
the solicitor and general manager could 
have .told them all they wanted to 
know about the matter. 

The Law Agent wrote, enclosing the 
taxed bill of costs in the matter of the 
United States Maritime Commission 
versus the Harbour Board, and re- 
vorted that on taxation the costs had 
bai reduced from £3,207 to £2,503. 
The new figure was not unreasonable, 
and he did not think it would be 
advisable to appeal against the Taxing 
Master's decision. The chairman said 
that the costs would have to be paid 
out of the reserve fund as a contin- 
gency item. 

The general manager, Mr. E. Gaver, 
who said that the bill did not include 
their own costs, explained that the 
case went on for four or five days in 
the High Court, and then went on 
appeal to the Supreme Court.

GOVERNMENT WILL 
NOT INTERFERE 


The Government has declined to 
remit or commute the sentence of 
death by shooting passed by the Mili- 
tary Court on Richard Goss, 26 years 
old shoe machinist, of Dundalk, on 
August lst last. 

According to an official statement 
last night, the Government considered 
the record of the proceedings of the { 
trial 4f Goss, and their decision has 
been conveyed to the Adjutant-Gene- 
ral, who, understhe Order setting up 
the Court, shall have the sentence car- 
ried out within 48 hours. 

Goss was found guilty, after a four 
days’ trial. of shooting at a police 
superintendent, detective-sergeant, de- 
tective-officer, Army lieutenant and a 
private, with intent to resist arrest and 
effect his escape, at a farmhouse at 
Oghil, County Longford, on July 18 
last. He was identified as a man who 
had taken part in bank robberies at 
Oldcastle and Castlepollard in May and 
June. It was for these crimes that 
police and military went to arrest him. 
During a gun battle which followed 
Lieutenant Brendan Houlihan and Pri- 
vate Gerard Kelly were wounded. 
Joseph O'Callaghan, who had been 
accused of similar offences, was 
acquitted by the Military Court after 
his counsel had applied for a direction 
in his favour.

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MR. DUFF COOPER IN 


LISBON 
CONFIDENT OF WAR RESULT 


From Rsvuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
LISBON, Wednesday. 


Mr. Duff Cooper arrived here to-day 
with Lady Duff Cooper on his way to 
the Far East as Chancellor of the 
Duchy of, Lancaster. He declined to 
make any statement. Mr. Duff Cooper 
is to examine, on behalf of the War 
Cabinet, the present arrangements for 
consultation and co-ordination between 
the various British authorities, mili- 
tary, administrative and political, in 
arrangements can be made more effec- 
tive. 

In an jnterview later, Mr. Duff 
Cooper expressed great confidence in 
the situation in Britain. Conditions in 
the Atlantic, he said, were improving, 
and British sources of supply continu- 
ally increasing. Referring to the re- 
apite in German air attacks on Britain, 
he suggested that it might be that 
Germany's air effectives were being 
stored up in preparation for another 
big offensive. He had no doubt, he 
said, that the Germans were planning 
some more effective method of attack. 
A far more formidable attack on Bni- 
tain than had so far been launched, 
either by direct invasion or by in- 
creased submarine activity, had been 
expected. ‘“‘If the Germans do try 
invasion it will be the most desperate 
adventure that any military comman- 
der could undertake,’’ he added. Re. 
calling that at the end of the last war 
revolution started in ihe German Navy, 
Mr. Duff Cooper said that that might 
happen again. Britain had been 
heartened by the Russian resistance, 
which had '' so effectively disposed of 
German claims to invincibility.’’
